STEP 1 THINK OF SHAPES A triangle 
shape is probably best to keep in 
mind when styling a vignette - that 
tall point with a gradual scaling- 
down to something small. Start with 
the tallest item in the middle then 
layer to the sides and front with 
items shorter than the previous one. 
STEP 2 MAKE IT 3D You want to 
create volume as well as height 
and shape. You could achieve this 
by using a tall element like a vase 
or a candle holder, a small pile of 
books, then something smaller like 
a little dish or pile of coasters. 
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STEP 5 ADD TEXTURE & CONTRAST 

To take your vignette one step 
further, choose items with contrasts 
and similarities. For example, a mix 
of old and new books with a shiny- 
glazed turquoise vase and a small 
navy bowl with a matt finish have 
various textures but are tied 
together with similar colours. Pop a 
shell or candle on the books and you 
add an extra element that might 
just be the finishing touch you're 
after. Just keep arranging, adding 
and taking away until you are happy 
with the look of your arrangement.

CREATIVE COURTYARD 


Jamie Durie created a stunning outdoor room for 

this Sydney unit. Owner Alissa is over the moon! 


"WHEN I WAS BUYING my home eight 
years ago, finding a place with an 
outdoor area where I could entertain 
friends or just relax was important. But 
I put all my energy into renovating the 
interiors and neglected the outdoors. 
The courtyard was quite shaded by 
trees in the adjacent park, the garden 
beds were quite shallow, the ground 
was covered in cracked and dirty tiles 
and I felt there was unused space that 
could be opened up. It was a grubby, 
drab and embarrassing eyesore - and 
I certainly didn't use it or love it! 

I wanted to start with a clean slate, 
working within the strata requirements 
of the unit block. But first of all, as the 
courtyard is nearly always dark, Jamie 
pruned the overhanging branches back 


to the boundary line. Straightaway this 
let more light into the space. To further 
brighten it, he suggested a textured 
ceramic beige floor tile to replace the 
dark and dull slate. I love how the new 
tiles reflect the sunshine and make the 
area look and feel much bigger. Laying 
them over the existing surface was a 
smart money-saver - he used a flexible 
tile adhesive on a clean and level base 
to ensure the new tiles bonded. 

Jamie then fitted a row of planter 
boxes to the top of the boundary wall. 
But in keeping with apartment rules 
(new fittings and fixtures must be 
removable) they are not permanently 
attached - each box has two legs 
which are spaced to slide snugly over 
the wall. And so they're consistent with

the existing exterior, Jamie clad them 
in matching palings. They do seem to 
disappear behind the paling fence! 

Another clever addition has added 
colour to the back wall - Jamie 
covered marine-grade ply panels 
with exterior fabric and then hung 
them on the wall. And along the 
walls a long timber bench, complete 
with padding, creates comfy seating 
that I can also use as a day bed. 

But the best part would have to be 
the custom-built outdoor kitchen, 
complete with barbecue. It doubles 
as a bar, so it's just perfect for 
indulging my passions of cooking and 1 
entertaining friends outdoors!" h*

Birds are also peaceful 
but use bird-attracting 
plants/flowers, not bird 
feeders and seeds, which 
can get messy with 
unwanted droppings. 
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WHAT TO 
PLANT 

It's a good time to plant 
out biennials (short-lived 
perennials) like foxgloves 
{Digitalis purpurea). Ensure 
the crown is level with the 
soil surface and press down 
firmly before watering in 
to settle. Flowers' stems 
develop in their second 
year after seed growth, 
so the age of the plant 
you purchase will dictate 
if it will flower this spring.

Clear away the bedding and 
remove flowering plants that 
have gone over.

FANCY BEING YOUR OWN 
GREENGROCER? Herbs and salad 
greens are easy to grow at home, even 
in an apartment, so long as you have 
a balcony. If you want to grow more 
than a few types of herbs, it's worth 
buying a simple wire stand (or if you 
can find one, an ornate wrought-iron 
stand like the one we used here). You 
can plant your herb garden directly into 
it, and the vertical arrangement saves 
space. A layer of sphagnum moss stops 
the potting mix falling out and also acts 
like a sponge, holding moisture (this 
kind of moss can hold 20 times its own 
weight in liquid). That way you don't 
have to water too often. The high levels 
of zinc occurring naturally in moss will 
also keep your herbs' roots healthy. 

YOU WILL NEED SPHAGNUM MOSS, 
$10.48 FOR 150G BLOCK, MIRACLE- 
GRO ORGANIC CHOICE VEGETABLE 
& HERB POTTING MIX, $8.90 FOR 
25-LITRE BAG, AND ASSORTED HERBS, 
FROM $3.25 PER PUNNET, ALL FROM 
BUNNINGS. WROUGHT-IRON STAND, 
ABOUT $150, FROM GARDEN CENTRES. 
STEP 1 Li ne the base and sides of each 
tier with sphagnum moss - you'll need 
about two bricks for a stand this size. 
Scatter over a handful of potting mix 
that has been specially formulated 
for herbs. When you go to choose your 
herb varieties, remember that not all 
herbs are permanent plants. Some, 
such as basil - we used purple and 
green - die off over winter, so planting 
these at the top of the stand will mean 
it's easier to replace them. Plant snow 
peas (an annual as well) around the 
perimeter so they can trail down and 
twine around the stand as they grow. 
STEP 2 Plant more cascading herbs 
including prostrate rosemary on the 
middle tier, positioning them around 
the border so they can trail down 
easily. Also plant rocket and purple- 
foliaged Asian mustard in this tier. 

STEP 5 Plant salad greens in the 
bottom tier. It won't receive as much 
sun (due to the tiers above shading it), 
so use more shade-tolerant plants such 
as watercress, perpetual lettuce, French 
parsley and mint. Plant peppermint 
sideways around the border to form 
a wall of fragrant leaves, h*

Perfect pearly whites 

Straight teeth are no longer 
just for attractive looks 
- crooked or crowded teeth 
can contribute to gum disease. 



They need to last a lifetime, so keeping your teeth 
in tip-top condition is simply smart. Here’s how. 


WE OFTEN INVEST in our future by 
saving money, buying a house or 
planning for a family, however there 
is one area for which we generally do 
very little planning - caring for our 
teeth. You'd think that we would focus 
on making sure they are clean, filling 
free and well kept, but there are many 
of us who fall short in this department 
At least, that's the opinion of Sydney 
dentist Dr James Cooke (Shoredental. 
com.au). He says there is very little 


that surprises him about people's teeth 
- he's seen it all - but adds that he has 
noticed there is more tooth erosion 
nowadays than ever before. "I find it 
difficult to understand why people 
don't keep their teeth healthy when 
it's a pretty straightforward task. The 
amount of erosion does sometimes 
shock me. I have young patients in 
their early 20s, often male, and their 
teeth are heavily eroded - it's so 
prevalent," he says. 


Cooke says this age group isn't 
great at caring for their teeth. 

He says individuals may have 
had good dental care growing 
up, thanks to their parents, 
but once children leave home 
to study or work, for example, 
standard tooth maintenance like 
brushing and flossing can become 
less of a priority. "Dental care 
can fall off the radar," Cooke 
says. "You often have a lifestyle 
in this age group where you're 
studying and eating a diet high 
in sugary carbonated drinks, 
mixed with a diet high in refined 
carbohydrates, sports drinks and 
alcohol. From a dentist's point of 
view, this is a terrible mix." 

Cooke say that younger people 
often think visiting the dentist is 
expensive, but it doesn't have to 
be. "It can be as little as $200, 
especially with private health 
insurance," he says. Visit the 
dentist at least twice a year 
in your 20s as it will be less 
expensive than trying to 
fix erosion or gum disease 
later on in life.

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TOP TEETH TIPS 

Dentist Dr James Cooke shares his 
expert advice for healthy teeth. 

DIET One of the cornerstones of dental 
health. My advice would be to only 
have three meals a day; try not to 
snack. Eat plenty of leafy green veg, 
salads, lean meats and fish, nuts, 
legumes, foods high in calcium such as 
yoghurt, and drink lots of water. Avoid 
sugary and carbonated drinks, as well 
as foods high in refined carbs. 
SMOKING There's a link between 
smoking and oral cancers. Plus, it's 
one of the highest risk factors for 
developing gum disease, and, of 
course, staining of teeth. 

FLOSSING I mportant for every age 
group. Floss every night before brushing 
your teeth. It can have a big impact on 
dental health as it helps wipe clean the 
surface between your teeth. 

BRUSHING Gently brush twice a day: 
reach to the back of your mouth, and 
make sure you cover the whole area of 
your mouth, top and bottom, including 
your lower and upper gums. Don't 
forget the sides of your teeth - the 
forgotten area of cavity prevention. 
BRUXISM PTEETH GRINDING! 

If you grind, it's probably only for up to 
10 minutes a night but this can cause 
tooth attrition (loss of tooth tissue). 

I recommend a full-coverage night 
guard for the top teeth to wear 
while sleeping. 

DRY MOUTH Saliva production 
is very important to maintain 
healthy teeth. Chewing 
sugarless gum or using 
an atomiser (like 
Evian water) are ways 
to promote saliva 
production. 

GUM DISEASE Gingivitis 
is where your gums 
become inflamed and 
can lead to bleeding 
when you floss or brush 
too aggressively. It is 
a reversible condition. 

The more serious gum 
disease is periodontitis, 
where the gum level drops 
and the tooth looks longer 
and becomes more mobile. It 
is very common but often goes 
undiagnosed and as a result is the 
main cause of tooth loss. 



Whitening woes 


j$0$: & 40s 

As you enter your 30s and 40s, 
you may find that you want to 
start making sure your teeth 
stay white as you notice stains 
or discolouration. However, 

Cooke is not a fan of using teeth 
whitening toothpastes on a daily 
basis. "Whitening toothpastes 
in general can be very effective for 
people who have heavy staining, for 
example, smokers and heavy red wine 
drinkers, but for the population as a whole, 
regular bi-daily use is unnecessary and can 
cause increased abrasion of teeth with 
prolonged use. A standard toothpaste is 
a much better daily choice," he says. 

"If you have a check-up with your dentist, 
it's likely they will give your teeth a good 
clean anyway, and if it is something 
important to you, ask them what they can 
offer in relation to cosmetic whitening."

Teeth troubles 



Cooke says people may go for their annual check-up 
for decades without any significant change but then 
get a rude shock as problems begin to accumulate. 
Medications, such as those for high blood pressure 
or osteoporosis, can be a cause of these problems as 
they have a significant effect on teeth. "Anyone aged 
40-plus who is put on certain medications can have 
a dry mouth and this can play a part in tooth decay 
as your saliva acts as a protective barrier," Cooke 
explains. When you're prescribed a medication ask 
your doctor what the side effects are and whether 
they can play havoc with your teeth. For healthy 
teeth, it's important to maintain a balanced diet, 
especially important for those in the 50-plus age 
bracket. Cooke says a priority is to keep your teeth 
rather than having dentures. "I would urge 
older Australians to protect their 
teeth. Those with dentures may find 
they can't eat properly and their 
diet tends to fall by the 
wayside, which is not 
advisable." n»

IMPROVE THE 

FACE VALUE 


Cherie Barber explains how she updated an old home. 


ONE THING I LOVE about renovating 
is seeing how decades of deterioration 
and dubious trends can be eradicated 
with just a few careful masterstrokes 
- and in a surprisingly small window. 
Tiling, painting and rendering are three 
"veneers" that quickly come to mind, 
successfully masking a multitude of 
sins. This project is a prime example 
of a great cover-up operation. 

FRONT OF HOUSE 

With its beige bricks, entrance arch and 
dowdy colour trims, this house was an 
Eighties classic. The only access to the 
entry porch was via the driveway, the 


garden was scruffy, and the lawn 
looked like it had picked up some of 
the beige tones from the brick. 

ARCH ENEMIES 

First up, the arch was squared off with 
an aluminium lintel and the dated 
wrought-iron insets in the walkway 
removed. Decades were stripped off 
right there! The brick facade was then 
rendered and painted, delivering the 
single biggest improvement. It wasn't 
necessary to do the entire house 
exterior, which would have been a huge 
expense, as the focus here was squarely 
on improving street appeal. I chose

a contemporary colour for the facade 
and white for the window trims. 

MAKE AND ENTER 

Now it was time to bring in the 
carpenter. A simple, treated-pine boxed 
portico, timber front steps (a kit from 
Bunnings) and stepping stones form 
the new main entry. Garden beds 
fashioned from timber sleepers hold 
low-lying plants and cypress woodchips. 

COLOUR HIGHLIGHTS 

I'm a fan of maximum three colours for 
a facade, so I've chosen a contrasting 
charcoal for the garage door, roof, new 
portico, timber sleepers and stepping 
stones. I tinted paving paint the same 
deep colour, and used it on the brick 
driveway. A smart new letterbox and 
wall lights finish this modest $8000 
makeover, giving this Eighties home 
a 2016 personality. n+

PERFECT PANTRIES 


From walk-ins to pull-outs - James shares his 
ideas for a clever and efficient food storage space. 


THE PANTRY gets used so often by 
everyone in the house that it's an 
endless battle to keep it organised and 
ordered (although not for Nigel la, who 
does it effortlessly). Here are some tips 
to make the most of your pantry, so 
you, too, can cook in organised bliss! 

MAKE EVERYTHING VISIBLE 

The best way to prevent everyone 
messing up your tidy pantry is to make 
things clearly visible. Try placing all 
items that are similar to each other 
in one place, and things that are used 
most often in line of sight or directly 
in front. The best shelving is shallow, 
about 30cm, so things don't get stuck 
right up the back. If you have deep 
shelving consider cutting your shelves 
shorter, and if high, consider adding a 
second, middle shelf rather than waste 
the space or stack things up. 


USE THE DOORS 

Is space a problem? Create extra 
storage on the back of your pantry 
door. There are shelving options that 
you can hang off the inside of the 
door, or try a trick I used in our last 
house and screw narrow baskets onto 
the inside instead. It was perfect for all 
our spices, sauces and packets as they 
were all easy to see, and they didn't 
get knocked over or make a mess. 

CREATE A WALK-IN PANTRY 

A walk-in pantry is ideal for storing 
food and appliances (including those 
you never use!). If you have one already, 
consider how effective the shelving is - a 
little money and one Sunday can change 
your life! Look to add adjustable flat- 
pack shelving that can easily be added 
to a cupboard; keep the shelves narrow 
to allow for easy access to items.

HOW TO: 

PAINT WHITE WALLS 


Finding the right white for your home can be tricky. 
James tells us how to choose a winning colour. 




TOP TIPS 

BRIGHTER WHITES tend to have a blue 
base - cool, crisp and bold. Perfect for a 
contemporary home or higher contrast. 

NATURAL OR OFF-WHITES usually 
have bases of yellow or grey. They tend 
to be more relaxing and inviting, 
creating a warmer feeling. 

YOU CAN USE A SATIN FINISH for 

walls, and use the same colour in gloss 
for the timber work and trims. The gloss 
will bounce light and look brighter than 
the walls, but the base will be the same. 
IF YOU HAVE LOTS OF BLUES in your 
decor, it will pull the blue base out of the 
colour, so go for warm white to offset this. 

The opposite goes for natural toned 
accessories: offset this with a cool white. 


PEOPLE ARE OFTEN AMAZED at 

just how many variations there are 
of white. The reason? All colours have 
a base, so the light in your home, as 
well as the colours of your furnishings 
and accessories, can all affect a paint 
colour, making it look quite different 
to how it does on the sample chip. So 
here are my tips on how to get the 
perfect white for your home. 

1 HOW DO YOU USE THE SPACE? 

For a bedroom, look at more 
relaxing, calming tones - in whites, 
this usually leans towards slightly 
creamier or natural hues. A pure, 
bright white may be too vivid and 
contrasting for a bedroom, but 
perfect for the kitchen where you 
want a more vibrant look.

2 SELECT & COMPARE 

Visit a paint store, grab the small 
sample chips and look at them while 
moving around to see them in different 
lights.

Colour is 
affected by its surroundings, so placing 
the sample chips against each other 
shows you more of their base colour. 
Narrow down your whites to four or 
five that you think can work. 

3 USE SAMPLE POTS 

Paint small circles, about 8cm 
wide and close to each other but not 
touching, of each white sample on at 
least two walls of the room (one near 
the window). Write on paper which 
colour is which so you don't mix them 
up! Check how they look in morning 
and afternoon light, and also place 
a few items against them, such as 
bedding, artwork or curtains. This 
should assist you in narrowing down 
the options to get your right white, h*
